The total distribution, therefore, 
this year exceeds that of last year 
by $95,590.25, and the per capita 
distribution will be corresponding­ 
ly increased. 
This 
apportionment 
of school 
moneys for the education of our 
children is made pursuant to the re­ 
quirements 
of 
the 
constitution, 
which directs that not less than 
one-fourth 
of 
the ordinary state 
revenues 
shall 
be set apart an­ 
nually for the support of the pub­ 
lic schools. Under democratic con­ 
trol this apportionment is increas­ 
ed to one-third.

Died Suddenly At West Chester, 
Pa., Saturday. 


LEFT SEDALIA JUNE 18. 


Attack of Indig fesiiou Followed By 
Heart Failure—Death Almost 
Instantaneous. 


S p e c i a l t o t h e D e m o c r a t. 
W e s t C h e s t br , Pa., July 6 .— 
Col. O. A. Crandall, president of 
the Sedalia Trust Co., of Sedalia, 
Mo., died suddenly this forenoon 
at the Mansion house in this city, 
where he had been stopping for 
about two weeks, 
having been 
here on business with the firm of 
McFarland & Haines and others. 
During his stay here he had been 
in fairly g ood health, with the ex­ 
ception of a slig ht attack of indi­ 
g estion, and his sudden death is 
believed to have been due to heart 
failure, superinduced by the heat. 
N o inquest will be held. 
Col. Crandall arose early this 
morning , as was his custom, and 
to friends expressed himself as 
feeling 
in 
exceptionally 
g ood 
health. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock he went 
to one of the toilet rooms of the 
hotel, where he chatted with an ac­ 
quaintance for a moment and re­ 
turned to the waiting room, taking 
a chair near the door. 
He had been there but a couple 
of moments 
when he suddenly 
lurched in his seat and fell to the 
floor. 
H e asked that a physician be 
sent at once, which request was 
complied with,and three responded, 
but I t was too late for them to render 
assistance, and with the words, *T 
feel badly all over,” he lapsed into 
unconsciousness, 
and a moment 
later the vital spark had fled. 
The body was taken in charg e 
by a funeral director, and word has 
been teleg raphed to his business as­ 
sociates and family at Sedalia, to 
which place the body will be,sent 
this evening . 
During his stay in this place 
Col. Crandall won many warm 
friends, who are shocked at his 
sudden death.

The news spread rapidly throug h- 
out the city, and yesterday after­ 
noon and last nig ht the widow and 
three children—Mrs. C. C. Evans, 
A rthur Lee Crandall and Miss 
Stella May Crandall— were called 
upon by a leg ion of friends, all of 
whom extended sympathy and did 
all possible for the bereaved. 
Col. Crandall was born at Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y ., February 25 , 18 33, 
his parents, Beman Crandall and 
wife, formerly Pollie Tuttle, being 
natives of Connecticut. 
The fam­ 
ily removed to Crystal Lake, III., 
in what is now known as M cHenry 
county, in 18 35 , 
nearest settle­ 
ment then being some forty miles 
distant, Indians and wild beasts 
being seen daily. 
In that community the subject of 
this sketch attended school about 
six months each year until he was 
13 years old, and then attended 


Sedalia over $200,000 in interest 
alone. 
In 18 7 5 Col. Crandall org anized 
the Pettis County bank, and fcr 
five years was its efticient presi­ 
dent. 
On disconnecting himself with 
that institution, he org anized the 
Miss6 uri Trust Co., and was elect­ 
ed president, 
which position he

ing only a few weeks ag o to accept 
the presidency of the Sedalia Trust 
Co., which he held at the time of 
his death.

Being thrown upon his own re­ 
sources at the ag e of 
13 years, 
young Crandall tollowed such pur­ 
suits as afforded him the g reatest , 
time for reading and study, 
and 
thus obtained a fairly g ood educa­ 
tion. 
In 18 5 3 Col. Crandall made a 
trip to the Pacific coast, walking 
the last 5 00 miles, 
carrying his 
bundle on his back, and eig ht years 
were spent in mining in the state 
of California. 
On his return ho the states, eaily 
in 18 6 1, he settled in Saline coun­ 
ty, Mo. 
On the breaking out of 
the civil war he took sides 
with 
the union, and returning to his old 
home in Illinois he raised two reg ­ 
iments of federal soldiers. 
His business interests ag ain call­ 
ing him to Missouri, he was in the 
battle at Marshall, in 18 6 3, and in 
November of that year he per­ 
manently located in Sedalia. 
He 
was in the battle of Sedalia, Oc­ 
tober 15 , 
18 6 4, 
and was taken 
prisoner by the Confederates when 
the city fell. 
H aving 
devoted 
considerable 
time to the study of law, Col 
Crandall applied to the circuit 
court of Pettis county for admis­ 
sion to the bar, and was publicly 
examined as to his proficiency and 
g ranted a license by Judg e J. A. S. 
Tutt. 
Later, Col. Crandall was exam­ 
ined by Judg e Arnold Krekel, of 
the United States district court, 
and admitted to practice in that 
court, and still later he was en­ 
rolled by Judg e Dillon as a mem­ 
ber of the bar of the United States 
circuit court. 
Col. Crandall had always taken 
g reat interest in the g rowth of Se­ 
dalia and Pettis county, and in 
18 7 7 he was retained by the county 
court to 
defend 
suits 
broug ht 
ag ainst the county oa bonds is­ 
sued to various railroads. 
By his skillful manag ement of 
these cases the holders of the bonds 
were forced to compromise, which 
saved to the county over 
$i<X),ooo. 
A t the same time the city of Se­ 
dalia, being larg ely in debt and 
unable to pay its interest, CoK 
Crandall volunteered his services 
and went to Boston, where he 
called a meeting of the holders of 
the Sedalia bonds. 
A t this meeting he effected a 
compromise by which the interest 
on the whole debt was reduced 
from 10 per cent to 5 percent, 
thereby saving the taxpayers of 


the state out of the hands of the 
republicans. 
Col. Crandall was married in 
18 6 4 to Miss Kate A. Kidd, 
by 
whom he had four children, three 
of whom are still living , llishom e 
at Broadway and Kentucky streets 
was one of the handsomest in the 
city, and there it was, in the com­ 
pany of his devoted wife, that he 
could always be found when notât 
his place of business. 
In the death of Col. Crandall 
Sedalia has lost one of its very best 
citizens, and to the widow and the 
children the sympathy of the en­ 
tire community will be exjiVided in 
their g reat bereavment.

“ The present droug ht in Mis­ 
souri recalls to many pioneers the 
one that existed in the west and 
south during the year 18 5 4,” said 
Mr, J. H. W rig ht, president of the 
Callao bank, to a Globi-Democrat 
correspondent at 
Macon, 
Mo., 
Tuesday. 
“ I don’t think, however, there 
are any indications that we will be 
called upon to endure as g reat pri­ 
vations as the farmers had to put 
up with that year. 
I was about 19 
years old. 
A larg e party of us 
left Missouri for Texas in April. 
On the 16 th or 17 th of June, while 
in camp on Red river, near Pres­ 
ton, a heavy rain fell, which was 
g eneral throug hout the country, 
but it was the last one that fell 
that year, 
to that time the 
weather had been unusually favor­ 
able, and there never had been bet­ 
ter prospects for crops. 
“ As the summer went on with­ 
out rain we beg an to g et discour­ 
ag ed, and most of us decided to 
return 
to Missouri. 
There were 
seven covered wag ons in our cara­ 
van, containing as many families 
As we slowly drove up throug h 
the Indian Territory the scarcity 
of water became a serious problem. 
1 remember one day 
we traveled 
forty miles witli only five g allons. 
The heat and dust were awful, and 
toward the afternoon our ♦^'lirst be­ 
came intolerable. A t nig htfall, in­ 
stead oLcamping , we resolved to 
press on to a place where a spring 
was said to exist. 
Some ot the 
teamsters were in an ug ly mood 
and nearly delirious. 
My heart 
nearly failed me in thinking what 
would happen should we noL find 
the spring , or if it should be played 
out. 
But we reached it at 
10 
o’clock in the nig ht, 
and such a 
yell and scramble for it you never 
saw. 
Men, women and children 
foug ht for places, 
and accidents 
were only averted by the men in 
charg e taking their stations be­ 
tween the crowd and the spring , 
and passing the water out in mod­ 
erate quantities. 
They were so 
thirsty they would have killed 
themselves had they been allowed 
unrestrained liberty at the water. 
“ All along our route was the 
dreary picture of the 
droug ht. 
Fields of stubble, leafless trees and 
dust-white roads. 
There were no 
birds sing ing in the trees and very 
little sig n of animal life anywhere. 
There was no relieving spectacle 
anywhere along the whole 7 00 
miles of our homeward journey, 
which showed the 'absence of rain­ 
fall had been g eneral. 
“ W e reached Missouri about the 
middle of Aug ust and found veg e­ 
tation on every farm burned up. 
The corn that looked so promising 
in the early summer was cut for 
fodder, and that is all that saved 
the stock. 
There were no rail­ 
roads, and it was impossible to g et 
anything in the way of veg etables, 
fruit or cereals. 
Cornmeal cost 
$1.5 0 a bushel when broug ht in 
from Glasg ow or Hannibal. 
W e 
lived on bacon, cornbread, coffee 
and molasses purchased at those 
places. 
Farmers 
moved 
their 
stock over to the Chariton river, 
which ran until latC' In the fall. 
The stock too far back 
the coun­ 
try to reach the riverì perished. 
There was nothing to be done on 
the farm, 
and 
people just sat 
around and looked at the sky. 
Some of the emig rants who had 
taken up larg e tracts of land aban­ 
doned it and returned east, under 
the impression that a droug ht was 
a reg ular thing in Missouri 
“ Toward the latter part of the 
summer a g reat meeting was held 
at Antioch church, and three min­ 
isters, who had come a long way 
for the purpose, prayed for rain. 
It was on this occasion that Uncle 
Jim ps Dysart made use of the ex­ 
pression which has since become 
famous. 
He 
said : ~ ‘Brothers, 
I tell you there ain’t a bit of use 


Sometimes travelers’ throats would 
become so badly choked they could 
not talk until they took a drink of 
water. 
I g uess in those days most 
of us ate our allotted ‘peck of dirt’ 
and more. 
“ The spring of 18 5 5 was season­ 
able and crops sprang from the 
g round with 
renewed vig or. 
I 
can keenly remember our first meal 
with home-g rown veg etables on the 
table, and I ’ve never tasted any­ 
thing since that that was quite so 
g ood.”

nals in the United States. 
The 


Hole-in-the-Wall is a fastness prac­ 
tically impregnable, 
and capable 
of being successfully defended by 
a few men 
almost 
against 
any 
force. 
The region between the point in 
the Missouri breaks and the Hole- 
in-the-\V’’all is very sparsely settled, 
a few scattered cattle ranches being 
the only evidence of human hab- 
itatioa. 
Pursuit 
over 
this 
wild 
section, according to old 
plains­ 
men, is virtually hopeless. 
The other theory is that the rob­ 
bers have gained the intricacies of 
the Bad Lands along the Missouri 
river near the Little Rockies and 
are there awaiting the time when 
the chase shall have 
grown cold 
and then seize, a favorable oppor­ 
tunity to ford the river at a place 
where crossing could not be effected 
by men unfamiliar with the river 
and its treacherous windings. 
Every foot of ground is an open 
book to the robbers, who have used

The officers are
